"He trusted everybody and didn't believe, 
anybody could do something bad," said 
Henry Meyer of his murdered son, Mark, 25, 
formerly of Antioch, trying to explain the 
cause of hisson's violent death. 

According to~a newspaper article that ran - 
in the Lakeland Ledger, a newspaper 
distributed in Winter Haven, Fla., Mark's 
body was found tied to a tree in a pasture in 
Lake Wales, r FIa., on Nov. 10. He had been 
stabbed numerous times. 

The Polk County Sheriffs Dept. has 
arrested two teenagers from Winter Haven 
and charged them with first degree murder. 
- Being held in the Polk County jail without 
bond are Kenneth Palmer, 18, and Quintin 
Stacy Allen7l9.~ 

According to the' article by Richard Savid, 
neither of the teens denied that they had 
anything to do with the murder but each 
blames it on the other. 

The two allegedly picked Mark up on Nov. 
6, at a McDonald's near his home, took him 
for a ride, robbed him and took him to a 
pasture then beat and stabbed him.

The push is On in Wisconsin from many 
quarters to get a reciprocity drinking age bill 
through the Wisconsin Legislature sometime 
— between-the-time-the-legislature -goes-into- 
session in January and recesses in March. 

Wisconsin State Sen. John Maurer (D- 
Kenosha) is spearheading this drive. Maurer 
had sponsored the reciprocity amendment, 
banning teens who are residents of states 
that have a higher drinking age than Wiscon- 
sin, from crossing borders and drinking in 
Wisconsin bars. 

The legislature dropped the amendment 
V" when it approved the legal drinking age in- 
• crease in Wisconsin to 19 this fall. 



"We hope.to get the reciprocity bill passed 
so that it can go into effect the same time 
that the 19-year-old raise does in July 1984," 
said Maurer. 

Maurer gave this report on Friday, Dec. 9, 
as a hearing on the subject before the Assem- 
bly Committee on Child and Human 
Development (the legislative committee that 
is concerned wiui ine drinking age) was in 
progress.

' Kurt Kapischke, a senior at 
Augiistana College, was sitting in 
the lunchroom at Antioch High ■ 
School five years.ago at the begin- 
ning of the school year. : 

The son of Janet and El wood 
Kapischke of Lindenhurst remarked 
in passing to a couple of his friends 
who were members of the -Antioch 
football team. that he was thinking 
about going out. 

The other players laughed, since 
Kurt had not gone out for the team 
his three previous years in school . 

Kapischke not only went out for 
the team, but ended up a defensive 
end on the 1979 Sequoif squad which 
went to the semifinals of the Illinois 
High School Assn. playoffs. 

Since that scene in the lunchroom 
prompted Kapischke to go out for 
football, he has, stuck with it and 
received his goal of being-selected to 
the Kodak AU-American Team for 
College Division II as a offensive 
tackle. 

At 6-6, 250 pounds, Kapischke is 
looking forward to the upcoming 
professional football drafts, with the 
National Football League's 
scheduled for February and the U.S. 
Football League's planned for Jan. 
. 4-5. 

"I was pretty happy," he said of 
. making AU-American. 

"It's something which I set a goal 

of doi ng f or my self com ing out_of _ 

high school," he admitted. 

"I believe in setting goals for your- 
self and working toward them," he 
stressed. 

Prior to playing footballhis senior 
season in high school, Kapischke 
had played golf, a sport which he 



still likes to play as much as he can. 

Due to football and golf seasons 
coinciding, Kapischke had a conc- 
flict until his friends, by thinking he 
could not make it, caused the deter- 
mined high school senior to set his 
mind to do it. 

—Although - Augustana,-because^ of- 
its size; is not allowed to give 
athletic scholarships, Kapischke 
said that Rick Spencer, the 
Augustana recruiter 'who came to

. Antioch Mayor Ray Toft and Streets Supt. 
Todd Maplethorpe appeared in U. S, Tax 
Court in Chicago on Thursday, Dec. 8, as wit- 
nesses for the federal government in its tax 
fraud case against Edwin Frederick, Sr., 
Grayslake, owner of Liberty Asphalt. 

The Internal Revenue Service is. at- 
tempting to reclaim an alleged $400,000 from 
Fredericks in what it charges is under repor- 
ted incomefrom 1969 to 1974. 

Toft and Maplethorpe were among : 46 for- 
mer Lake County officials that Frederick has 
named as taking monetary bribes in gran- 
ting business to Liberty Asphalt. 

The late Blaine Ring, Antioch Highway 
Commissioner during those years, is also 
supposed to have taken money according to 
Fredericks. 



Fredericks claimed most' of the officials 
named asked for the payoffs. Toft allegedly" 
accepted $3,000 from him. 

Both Toft and Maplethorpe spent less than 
seven minutes on the stand denying ac- 
cepting any money from Fredericks. 

"I don't even know the man," said Toft, 1 "I 
think I met him once in the '60's when I was a 
trustee and he came out to a job site." 

Toft and Maplethorpe both said that all 
they ever took from the asphalt company 
"was Christmas turkeys. 

"I got some liquor," said Maplethorpe, 
"and since I don't drink I gave it to the boys 
at the fire department and the streets depart; 
merit." *
